inquire what has happened 
to their 
credit 
when 
they were 
informed 
that the banking regulations do not 
longer permit 
banks 
to give 
their 
patrons such accommodations 
This 
order 
was 
issued 
by the 
comptroller of the currency on Jan 
uary 
24th 
In a recent letter 
the 
comptroller writes 
The granting 
by some 
banks of accommodations 
in the form of overdrafts is objec 
tionable ind cannot be continued 
by 
this 
office 
The 
practice 
should 
cease entirely 
To facilitate the 
ac- 
complishment of this result the sub¬ 
ject has been taken up by this office 
with 
the banking departments 
of 
various states and these 
authorities 
have 
generally agreed
